Closing Exercises 


Miss Burney Honored 


Miss Mary vick .eurney, librar¬ 
ian of the Junior College, has 
tendered an honor which is a real 
distinction to her as well as to 
the school. Miss Burney has been 
asked to accept an appointment 
to lepresent the junior colleges of 
the entire United States as a mem¬ 
ber cf one of the sections of the 
/. merican Library Association. 
This work would be on the Com¬ 
mittee on Budgets, Classification, 
and Schemes of Service of the 
American College and Reference 
Librarians. 

The work of this committee 


Paul Meek, executive oflftcsP, 
journeyed to Chattanooga, where 
he delivered the commencement 
address to 350 graduates. Mr. 
Meek was introduced by Creed F. 
Bates, principal of the Chattanoga 
High School. Mr. Meek told the 
| 350 graduates that they will "have 
a hand in bringing about an ideal 
for American democracy, the 
equalization of educational oppor¬ 
tunity.” Mr. Meek questioned 
whether it is ’fair to offer in one 
part of Tennessee six times as 
much" educational! as in another 
part, and ‘in another state to of¬ 
fer six times as much as in Ten¬ 
nessee." 

"It is a national asset." he said, 
"to educate our people wherever 
we find them.” 

Speaking on the subject, "New 
Frontiers.” Mr. Meek said the geo¬ 
graphical frontier is gone, but he 
listed among the new frontiers 
the "frontier of freedom, the spir¬ 
itual awakening.” On this frontier 
he told the graduates, "You have 
the opportunity to think straight, 
to keep your own convictions, to 
set your own worship standards, 
to be an asset to the people of 
your community.” 

Mr. Meek said that on the fron¬ 
tier of society ‘social responsibil¬ 
ity has become a new concept for 
our people.” 

Pointing out that there are in 
the United States more than 1,000 
organizations engaged in social 
work—of which forty-fi-e are fed¬ 
eral governmental, 351 are na¬ 
tional private, 573 are state tnd 
public, and 51 are state private— 
Mr. Meek said, ‘A new day is 
dawning for our peopl etn the 
conception of responsibility for so¬ 
ciety as a whole." 


THE VERDICT OF THE JUDGES 

This is not _ the case of a trial 
but an inter-society contest which 
was given May 17,7 at the Martin 
High School. The judges were Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Farrar. 

The various high schools of the 
estate have literary societies that 
perform each year.

Then came the verdict—the Ma¬ 
lones had won. Immediately the 
house became an uproar of ex¬ 
citement. 

The Malones won by a one point 
lead, for they were winners of the 
debate and the declamation. 

The judges stated that the af- 
fiimattve debaters ignored the 
rules of the debate and the nega- 
| ttve speakers won by three or four 
outstanding point*. The Judges 
I also said that the contest was a 
very close one.
